OLD CAPITOL PRISON. 


Vicissitudes of Ono of tho Earliest 


Of Washington Buildings. 


Tn 
riiiiliical centre of tho oily of 


Vv'unliiiifrUiii ilirci't.ly oppor.ito tho cupitol, ia 
u buililiiiff with 
11 roiinirl:4b!o history, 


\vritest W. A. Crofl'ut in tho Philadelphia 
y'rw.^ I IIP.VO known sonicthins of il through 
mnny viuiasitudca for neurly thirty years, 
uud during tho wnr it \I-UB an object of mys- 
lo.-luus lutorost to every body, -for thca 
it was a jail tor di3U<igulshod "traitors," 
"uoppor-hcads" no J prisonora of StuM. 


I roixjllett a liunioroUH 
Incident con- 


nected with it— in IBM, I should thiulc. Ono 
duy Prof. D'AlmC'danppcartjd ut tho houso 
whcro I bofii-ded, bi-liJBitiK loUors of Intro- 
duction from Praaco to Vv". D. O'Connor, 
the author, who oocunicd tlio second floor, 
und Wult Whitman, tho poet, who lived in 
the hall bedroom. Bo was u teacher m a 
Purte college ami \vti3 availing himself of a 
short vacation to run over and soo our hor- 
riblCMViir. Ho wus a notty, livoiy, witty, 
fuHcinaLiag ^ia:i, full of fun und eager for 
the fray. Desiring to go South across tho 
linc«, ill onco 
ho wrote to Secretary 


Sewni'd, requesting sufo conduct and, (jot- 
tin^ no early reply, ho startotl impatiently 
without tho pu3ti for tho lines. 


Wo thought little more of ouv lively uo- 


quuintr.nee for ncouplo of mouths when his 
vmsii.Iou had oxplrod. Olio day Mrs. O'Con- 
noi1 rcirmrlccd meditatively T "I wonder if 
D'Alrr.oilo Isn't in tho Old Gapitol Prison?" 
It was u bright idea. Search was raado iii 
that dreudcd repOEitory o£ spies, dotortera 
nnd truitors, unJ suro onoush, tboro in a 
wretched cell tho poor fellow languished, 
his volatility entirely pono and twenty-flvo 
good pounds ol' flesh with it. Wasn't ho 
disgusted und indignant? Did he not threat- 
en that the hind 01 Lafaj'etto would oomc 
over und bunibuixl New York and burn 
Washington! At last ho got back to hia 
cltiiseu, but the wound to his umowrpropJt1 
has never quite healed. 


Tho building was crectod just niter tho 


fixpiu'.l was permanently located here— 
about 1SOO— to serve as a "tovorn." Fora 
year or two it paid. ConKrcssnien came- 
wul boarded with him. Then they sought 
othw quarters, and tho proprietor beoamo 
biHikrupt uud oloecd tho plnco when the war 
of 1S13 broke out. 


Tin; British camo and drove Mudison oft 


into Iho Virginia woods and burned tho 
new ivnd 
unfinished 
oopitol, 
but they 


sjiuredtJiu odjncect tavorn which now en- 
tered upon a career of ciulccut usef uhicsB, 


Great was tho constoruation. of WashiDg- 


toalaus iu 1814 when they looked upon tha 
heap of smouldering ashes acd uekod ouch 
other: "Wliero will Ooagrees go 
now!" 


For tho "capital movers" assembled with 
aliwrity nnd insisted that tho sito was far 
t<x> exposed, and that tho Federal Govcrn- 
meut oufjht thenceforth to moot at Philadel- 
phia, lit. Uormnntown, at Trenton, at Prince- 
ton, at Now York, ut Pooksklll, or at Now- 
liort, iu Uhodo Islaod. Gcrmanlown again 
offered its hall uud Princeton ita college 
building. Terror prevailed locally. It was 
asserted that the 'vupital movers" wero 
glad of Uio British devnstatioti as an ex- 
cuse for their own more malignant attack. 
Then the pcop',0 Rot together, raised money, 
bought tho oid tavorn, remodeled it hi to two 
halls with galleries, ond formally offered 
ititoCtho committee, representing Uio two 
Houses of Congrosa. The offer-was accepted 
aud tho next Congress assembled at tho 
rocoastructccl tavern where tiio members 
previously obtained their convenient flip 
anil stimulating cider brandy. 


Hero for years, whilo tho permanent 


Capitol ivas being reconstructed nnd redeco- 
rated, both Houses of Congress sat, and 
here from a small balcony over tho front 
door, Monroe was twice inaugurated to bo 
President ot tho United States, and John 


Quinsy AamTis v,-as inr.ugMrarca ri3 IIH suc- 
cessor in IS.1"). Here, I believe, Lafayette 
had his grand reception in liC-1, and tho 
ball-room must have boon sadly over- 
crowded. 


It was a rnoEt useful building. Its walls 


re-ochocd with tho fervent oratory of tho 
statesmen of those exciting years. Them 
the quarrel over the United" States Bank 
ivas ivaged. There -tho Monroe dootrine'' 
was first used as a shibboleth. There the 
Missouri compromise was adopted and TWO 
Statos added to the Union. There John 
Randolph uttered his phillipics, und Tris- 
tam Burgess, of Rhode Island, made the 
brutal allusion to Randolph's uliildishncss: 


"Sir, Providence takes care of its own 


universe. Moral monsters can not propa- 
gate. If demon could beget demon the uni- 
verse might become a pandemonium, but I 
thank Cod that tho father of lies can never 
become tho father of liars." 


There Clay presided over tho House as 


Speaker far ten years, and thcro lie was 
thanked for negotiating tho treaty of 
Ghent. There licnton matured the prc- 
ctnptior. laws. There Han iel Webster sat a» 
representative, from Boston, ar.il there ho 
mot young Hnyne, of South Carolina. There 
Calhoun brought into nhapo his miKterly 
maasures. 


In 1327 the present capitol had reached a 


atuto of forwurdneBfi which was called i:iin- 
ishcd," and Congress transferred itself and 
all its belongings thither. 


Then tho abandoned bu:ldiug became iho 


p'.aco of seRBion of the Spanish Claims Com- 
mission to:- eomc years, and when that 
commission diaaolvod it sheltered a private 
scl.ool. The pedagogue's birch, instead of 
the voice o£ statesmen, agitated iho air of 
i;tho old capitol," as JL then began to bo 
called. Mayor Wiillnuli and many of tho 
moat notable citbens of tho district were 
educated there. After a few lltful years of 
apparent aueceiiG the school collapsed us 
the curly tavern had done, and then thn 
building met u melancholy f.ite- it beoamo 
i: bourdiny ho'Jie.

was n private house of entertainment for 
man, csped-illy the Congressman.

fow mouths, JefTorjon Dnvlci mid Robert 
Toouibi made i t u home, and Calhouu lived 
there for yeui's, inn! in the building ho died 
in lb,"i<J. He occupied the corner room on 
tho seuond llonr, nnd tliero lie was often 
heard 
letting hiunujlf 
tTo\vn from 
tho 


proverbial majesty o!' his dmicanor, sing-. 
ing thoso Scotch and Irish ballads which ho 
BO much loved. Senator Cwin, of Cali- 
fornia, afterwards Louis Napoleon's "Duko 
Gwin," of Sononi, inndo this famous houso 
his temporary home, as ho did twenty years 
later, when it was a. prison. 


After tho boarding-house era Old Capitol 


lost its grip on society altogether and ap- 
peared in tlic role of UMiomont hou:io. Down 
tho gamut of roapcclability it, went, each 
tenant of a dilnpidated room somewhat 
poorer than bis predecessor, nrul decay 
making rupid progress from yciir to yciu% 
Tho building hud advanced fur towards 
ruin when the rebellion broke out. Among 
1iic dibtinguiHlied prisoners who were con- 
lined there during tho succeeding tivo 
years were Zeb Vance and Joe Brown, now 
members of the United Stale.11 Semite; Gov- 
ernor Lotcher, of Virginia; Dennis Ma- 
honey and o'.iicr ICnights of the Golden 
Circle; Ben Wood, John T. Ford, Junlus 
Brutus liooth, Wir/ und Belle Boyd, tho 
"rebel spy." 
Three men were hanged in 


the courtyard back of tho Old CapiVol 
Prison, and two others, deserters, "were 
shot. AmonR the former was Henry Wlrz, 
"the monster of Ano.cr.»onvi"o." 


After tho war the "Old Capitol Prison" 


became onc'C moro a boariliiig-boiuc and not 
by any tncun* a choice or dnsinible or-o, 
when suddenly, a few years ugo. George T, 
Brown, Sergcant-at-Arais of tho Senate, 
bought iL and onco moro reconstructed it. 
1:10 luldcd division walls nnd made three 
flupcrb residences of what hud to long been 
in one buildinr, finished aud equipped them 
(stylishly, nml sold ono of them to Justice 
Stephen J. Field, ono to Senator Evarts and 
ono to Judge Advocate-General Drum. 
Broivn put a mansard roof and u mortgage 
on them and bccamo a bankrupt, but the 
homes ho thua rescued arc on a site that is 
•onsunmssed and among tho finest in Wash- 
ington. 


Mrs. Drum's piano now suinds where 


Henry Clay's chair stood and his gavel foil; 
where John O. CaUioun died is now a back 
parlor, und whero Win-. \vus hanged is now 
Judge Field's croquet ground.

SOME VIRGINIA YARNS. 


A alountalnoor'i Humor fTlilcti ProT«d 


True Under All Clrcum»t»nc«s. 


• In tho mountains of Virginia and "West 
•Virginia alter the war, story-telling was tho 
one tes.fi of reason and Intellectual pastime, 
aars the Sew York Tritrjnt. The mount- 
aineers vrcro ixerer an cducatod racc- 
Duiing the period of the i-cbeUion tiicy wero 
cut off entirely from all newspapers, book* 
and periodicals. They knew absolutely 
nothing of what was goinK on in the world. 
They lived lo a little circle by themselves. 
TVhen they got together the man who 
could tell the Best story was the acknowl- 
edged leader. Wit was cultivated by per- 
sonal encounter in the covntry store, in the 
tavern bar-room and before the great fire- 
places In the cabins. Ono of tho characters 
of tho decade after the war, about whom 
West Virginians occasionally talk, ivas a 
certain Captain Mosler. His fund of stories 
never ran out. A friend said to him: "Cap- 
tain, if you were educated you \vaald bo a 
Dig man." Said lha Captain: "Yes, and If 
I had lived In deep water I would have been 
a whale." 


The story is told of Captain Jfosler that 


on one occasion he had been imbibing at 
the country tavern to an extent, that gave 
unsteadiness 10 his locomotion. It was a. 
stormy night, und a terrific thunder-shower 
was in progress as ho started for iiotno. 
His pathway lay up tho mountain and across 
si deep gorpc, over o slender bridge, beneath, 
which ran a turbulent mountain stream, 
swollen by the falling rain. The Captain 
had atniRgled along to this point -with, diffi- 
culty. When he reached the bridge, be 
rbrcw hiaisoU down ot all fours and began, 
to crocp across tho narrow structure. The 
flashes of ligUtniiiR gave him occasional 
views ol the puLh across, and ho ivaitcd for 
tueso flashes before making any advances. 
His crossing was thus made by stages. Just 
aluiro blinding flash of lightning ha lost 
his hold and feU into the stream. It won a 
terrible plunge and the chances for his life- 
woro extremely doubtful. Some ol bis com^ 
panions who had followed him from tho 
lavern heard his cry as ho struck tae water. 
They plunged into the gorge in spite of. tbe. 
danger, and found him clinging to a rock 
below tho bridge. As they pulled him out 
of tho water, battered, drenched and tadly. 
scared, he gasped out a protest against tho 
thunder-stonii hi these words: "Wall, II 
I'd a undertaken lo light a gentleman borne;, 
I'd a done tho job better." 


About this same- Captain another Btory Is 


told whici docs not indicata that.ho was as 
valiant as he was humorous, 
He had en- 


listed in the Confederate army, and his 
rogioicnt was drawn up in btttlle array bo- 
fore the advancing hosts of- tho Union 
orrny. The Colonel of the regimebtthought 
it was time to malro a speech, and proceeded, 
to attempt to Si-o tbe hearts of the rank and 
fllo by addressing them something after 
ihlsmaaner: ''Fellow soldiers of the Con- 
federate army! The enemy are before you. 
The sacred homes of Virginia and the 
graves of your ancestors arc behind you.' 
Ardunfl your hearthstones the women and: 
children of Virffinia aro praying you to be 
steadfast and repel tho invaders. 
The 


demon horde of Northern mudsils aro bear- 
ing down upon Virginia. 
Cnless checked 


by your devoted and chivalrous efforts they 
will ruvago your plantations, rob your ^ 
graneries, burn your barns and pillage your 
houses." When tae Colonel cad reached, 
this point in his address the bravo Captain 
Jloaier called out aa ho suited his action to 
the wordi, and started on. a run to tbe rear: 
"If all Chose things aro threatening ray. 
plantation I am. going right home to sea 
about It." And be went.
